Should you Appraise 
your Home Before 
Putting it on the Market? 


It isn't necessary, but an 
appraisal will give a good 
indication of the price the 
seller will actually get for 
their property. A real es- 
tate agent can give you 
similar reliable data to de- 
termine current market 
value. 

First, to determine the 
asking price, a seller's 
agent will look at the 
"comps," the price for 
which "comparable" 
homes in the area have re- 
cently been sold.

Although 
rarely needed by buyers 
or sellers, appraisals are 
normally required by 
lenders who are consider- 
ing making a loan. 

However, sellers of ex- 
pensive, custom homes 
may get appraisals, be- 
cause there may not be 
any homes in the area that 
compare. Buyers of these 
one-of-a-kind homes will 
also have more confidence 
in an asking price that is 
supported by an appraisal. 

Before determining an 
asking price, sellers 
should give their agent a 
list of major improve- 
ments done to the home, 
such as a new roof or up- 
graded heating system. 

This will help the agent 
consider all the factors 
when recommending a 
price. 

It will also put him or 
her in a better position to 
sell the house-and all of 
its features-for the best 
possible price.

Ice conditions may require early shanty removal 


The Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources re- 
minds anglers that changing 
ice conditions could require 
removal of fishing shanties 
before required removal 
dates. This is a possibility 
every year, as all shanties 
must be removed once ice can 
no longer safely support 
them. 

People venturing onto the 
ice should use extreme cau- 
tion as temperatures begin to 
rise or fluctuate. The re- 
peated thawing and refreez- 
ing of ice weakens its 
integrity, decreasing its abil- 
ity to support additional 
weight of people, snowmo- 
biles, ORVs and shanties. De- 
teriorating ice, water 
currents and high winds in- 
crease the probability of 
pressure cracks, which can

Devil in the Details 

To the Editor, 

We hear about debt and 
deficit as rumor and weather 
report, not actually the severity 
of the dire consequences fore- 
boding.

Democracy. This, after the 
Great Depression 1.0 (others 
lurk), was alleviated by 
Franklin D. Roosevelt with the 
New Deal and forthwith bene- 
fits known variously as Social- 
ism, Direct Democracy, 
Medicare, Medicaid, food- 


leave anglers and others 
stranded on ice floes or at 
risk of falling through the 
ice. 

“Regardless of the re- 
quired date, ice shanties must 
be removed before the ice be- 
comes too weak to support 
them,” said F/Lt. Jason 
Wicklund, DNR Law Enforce- 
ment Division. “It’s the an- 
gler’s responsibility to safely 
remove their shanty before it 
falls through the ice.” 

Shanty owners whose 
structures fall through the 
ice are subject to penalties of 
up to 30 days in jail, fines of 
$100 to $500, or both. If a 
shanty is removed by a gov- 
ernment agency, the court 
can require the owner to re- 
imburse that agency for an 
amount of up to three times 
the cost of removal. 


If ice conditions don’t war- 
rant early removal, these are 
the final dates for shanty re- 
moval: 


LOWER PENINSULA 


Shanties in the northern 
Lower Peninsula must be re- 
moved by midnight Sunday, 
March 15. Counties include 
Alcona, Alpena, Antrim, 
Arenac, Bay, Benzie, 
Charlevoix, Cheboygan, 
Clare, Crawford, Emmet, 
Gladwin, Grand Traverse, 
Tosco, Isabella, Kalkaska, 
Lake, Leelanau, Manistee, 
Mason, Mecosta, Midland, 
Missaukee, Montmorency, 
Newaygo, Oceana, Ogemaw, 
Osceola, Oscoda, Otsego, 
Presque Isle, Roscommon and 
Wexford.

stamps and so forth. Haggling

“No ice is ever considered 
safe,” Wicklund reminded. “Any- 
one venturing onto the ice should 
always wear a personal flotation 
device.”
